11 CSR 80-6.010 Reporting Require-
ments

PURPOSE: This rule specifies reporting
requirements for boating accidents inthe
state of Missouri.

(1) The operator of every vessel involved is
required to file in writing whenever a boating
accident results in—loss of life; loss of
consciousness; medieal treatment or disahility
in excess of twenty-four (24) hours; and
property damage in excess of one hundred
dollars ($100).

(2) Reports in death and injury cases must be
submitted within forty-eight (48) hours; reports
in other cases are required within five (5) days.

(3) All reports must be submitted to the
Division of Water Safety, P.0. Box 603,
Jefferson City, MO 65102-0603,
